SANGUINARY FIGHT 
ENTERS 7TH WEEK 


Loyalists Have So Heavi- 
ly Reinforced Mountain 
Positions, It Is Doubted

LISBON (Friday), Aug. - 28.— 
The hard-pressed Spanish govern- 
ment abandoned defensive tactics 
and sent enthusiastic but green 
militiamen in attacks against trained 
rebel troops in a half dozen sectors 
today as the civil war entered its 
seventh week. 

Heavy, bloody fighting yesterday

Pope Pius Weakened From Worry 
Over Spanish Bloodshed, Warfare 


VATICAN CITY, Aug 27.—(4)— 
Pope Pius XI was so distressingly 


weakened tonight from worry over 


Spanish bloodshed that prelates fear- 
ed he soon might be unable to walk. 

Illness of the holy father, who was 
May 31, was disclosed 
after preparations were made for an 
expiatory service in St. Peter’s for the 
death of priests and nuns and the de- 
struetion of churches in Spain. 

It ‘was planned for the Pope to at- 
tend the services assisted by all the 
cardinals now resident in Rome. 

Plans also were made for the Pope 
to receive Spanish churchmen who 
fled to Italy for safety. At that time 
he was to protest against the sacri- 
leges of civil war. 

Prelates and physicians have sought 
to persuade him to conserve his 
strength, but yesterday a three-hour

The Brussels sprouts are 
cooked in water before being placed 
on the plank. These are dotted with 
butter for seasoning, and the entire 
plank returned to the oven long 
enough to slightly brown the potatoes. 

Making of Planks. 

The individual planks are made 
from wood, usually oak, and must be 
‘prepared before using the ‘first time. 
This treatment is very simple, how- 
ever. Just rub the planks well with 
fat, place them in a slow oven (300 
degrees F.) and leave for an honr, or 
until all of the fat has completely 
penetrated into the wood. Then they 
are ready for use, and can be washed 
with soap and water just as any other 
cooking equipment. 

To complete this delightful dinner, 
let us add pineapple-tomato aspic, 
Parker House rolls,.iced tea and to 
top it off our ‘old favorite, lemon pie.

The fathers of our republic were determined that state and church 
should forever be separate. And as a result of their fears and precautions, 
the unwritten law of the land has always forbidden the teaching of re- 
ligion in public schools. | 

But the spirit and intent of that law is now vielated in a2 manner 
never dreamed of by the fathers. Students in the “higher institutions 
of learning’”’ are not taught religion, but they are taught to scorn i. 
College professors, made cynical by their poverty in a land where less 
able men grow rich, often develop a resentful antagonism to both capital- 
ism and religion, and deliberately or unwittingly make agnostics of their 
pupils. 

It is easily done. Youth is naturally rebellious, and it always seems 
a bold adventure to throw rocks at the established order. Moreover, 
purse-serving churchmen offer a lip service that disgusts and bores young- 
sters who are keenly aware of its insincerity, and any smart agnostic 
can find material to make religion seem ridiculous. 

The result is shown by an intensive, nation-wide survey of colleges 
recently made by Fortune magazine to discover what the average under- 
graduate is thinking. 

There is little atheism in the colleges, and there are many who “believe 
in a God;” but there is very little interest in the religion of the Nazarene. 

It is a pity, for the youngsters will find nothing else that will do so 
much to enrich their lives. 

Let them, if they will, discard everything said by the well-meaning 
persons to interpret the teachings of Jesus,.and read His words alone. : 

How can they know that Jesus really spoke these words? They were 
spoken when people had neither newspapers nor books, but they had 
long memories. Each generation memorized words of wisdom and beauty 
and taught them to the next, as early Americans treasured the folk 
songs still sung in the mountains today. The Gospels were written long 
after Christ’s death, but their report of His teachings rings true. 

What can these ancient teachings offer a modern youth? Well. no 
man can read and believe and practice them without being a gentleman 
in the finest sense of the word. 

He can’t wrong a woman, or be a fourflusher, or cheat, or steal from 
employer, or be afraid, or lie, or abuse the weak. He will be a square- 
shooter, and he will have a secret comfort that stiffens his backbone 
in time of trouble. 

How strange to accept the wisdom of Plato because it is called phil- 


osophy and reject the wisdom of Jesus because it is called religion.

Double-Breasted Raglan 
Leads Men’s Raincoats 


Cotton Gabardines and Oiled Cottons Are Leading Fabrics, in 
Tan and Sea-Green, Respectively—Fly-Front Balmacaan 
Is Another Smart Model.

Current tastes in pardonable mad- 
nesses include walking in the rain. 
Without any psychiatric digressions, 
one can accept this state of affairs 
and render it as innocuous as one 
may by reviewing for your informa- 
tion the styles in rainwear for men 
this fall. 

It is astounding, to one who has 
not watched the devélopment of the 
raincoat from the modern garment of 
a few years ago, to see the smartness 
and the scientific rain-repellent and 
body-cooling features of these new 
raincoats. Various types of processes, 
fabrie construction, etc., manage to 
ward off rain to the wearers com- 
plete satisfaction, while little ventila- 
tive devices such as air holes under 
the arms combine with extremely 
lightweight fabries to provide thor- 
ough comfort. Add to these the fact 
that modern raincoats have authentic 
style and unaffected swagger, and you 
can see why such a garment is an es- 
sential in every wardrobe. 


The leading model in raincoats this 
season is the double-breasted raglan 
with an all-round belt. This can have 
either three or four pairs of buttons 
on the front, according to your taste. 
There is a full flare to the skirt, as 
in the military overcoat. This serves 
at one and*the same time the purposes 
of good looks and to keep the dripping 
rivylets away from your feet. This 
fulFskirted effect, to be sure, is to be 
found in all good raincoats. 

The fly-front balmacaan is another 
well-liked model. The full lines of the 
balmacaan are well suited to wét- 
weather wear, and the close-fitting 
storm collar is.an added advantage to 
keep your throat as well as the rest 
of you dry.

The raglan-sleeve effect is preferred 
in all raincoats, because of the extra 
freedom of movement it gives, as well 
as its sporty appearance. Raincoats, 
too, are cut full and easy-fitting not 
only to give the body plenty of room 
to breathe but in order to be slipped 
on over a regular topcoat if necessary. 

There is a wide variety of fabrics. 
Two lead the others, however, in the 
choice of the average well-dressed 
man. These are the cotton gabardines 
or twills which have been processed 
to make them water-repellent, and the 
oiled cottons, off which water rolls as 
off any oily surface. These latter 
types, as well as the oiled silks that 
are their cousins, are extremely light- 
weight, and in some varieties can be 
folded up to such small dimensions as 
to fit inside the pocket of an ordinary 
topcoat without unsightly bulging. 

In the cotton gabardines (and the 
worsted gabardines, which are some- 
what more expensive but make an 
extremely dressy and long-wearing 
garment) tan is the leading shade. 
Also to be seen and worn are the dark 
blues and browns. In the oiled cot- 
tons and oiled silks, sea green is prob- 
ably the leading shade, with brown, 
blue, black and amber also to be had 
if desired. The range of colors per- 
mits wider exercise of individual 
taste, of course. 

Another general type of fabric is 
the rubberized sort. In this category 
may also be included the _ rubber- 
coated garments, in which a layer of 
rubber is applied either inside or out- 
side the coat. Cottons and silks are 
treated in this manner—the rubber- 
coated silk «making a remarkably 
lightweight raincoat, with cream, tan 
and blue as the best shades. Another 
kind to be found in this group are 
those rubberized cotton effects that 
simulate the rough and country ap- 
pearance of tweeds.
